Official figures show that the beet sugar crop of 
the United States for the campaign beginning in the 
fall of 1913 was the largest on record. It amounted 
to 733,401 short tons, w hich was 40,805 in excess of 
the large yield of 1912. There were 71 factories in 
operation in 1913-1914, or two less than during the 
preceding campaign, while the average length of the 
campaign was 85 days in 1913-1914, practically the 


same as in 1912-1913. The beets used in the factories 
in 1913-1914 amounted to 5,659,462 t.ons, and were 
grown upon 580,006 acres. The average value of the 
beets per ton w as $5.34, and the total amount re­ 
ceived by the farm ers for their product amounted to 
$30,222,000. The total production of all sugar ex­ 
ceeded 1,700,000 tons, beet sugar 71 per cent, and cane 
29 per cent., average yearly consumption 4,000,000

MONEY FOR RESERVE BANK 


(From the Los Angeles Financial News) 


When the new Federal Reserve Banks and the new 
currency law are in working order a new issue of 
paper money will be required. The Baltimore Ameri­ 
can, speaking of this new currency, says: 
"Artists of the Bureau f t Printing and Engraving, 
where the paper money is made, are already at work 
preparing designs. No official approval has yet been 
given to the designs, but the artistic merit of those 
already submitted has been applauded by officials 
of the Treasury Department. It will probably be a 
year before the new money will be required for cir­ 
culation, and this will give ample time to the en­ 
gravers to produce the best workmanship possible, 
if the designs are early passed upon. It is probable 
that the designs submitted will await the return of 
Secretary McAdoo for his official sanction. 
The designs contemplate tjiree characters of paper 
currency—the Federal Reserve note, which is to dis­ 
place the emergency currency, the issue of which 
w'as extended a year by the new currency law; the 
Federal Bank note, for issue as the circulation cur­ 
rency of the Reserve Banks, as the National Bank 
note is now the circulation medium 
of 
National 
Banks, and National Bank notes to replace the cir­ 
culation of National Banks that do not cancel their 
present circulation and that take advantage of all 
or part of the twenty-year payment for the retirement 
of all national circulation. 
The notes are to be made in value of $5, $10, 
$20, 
$50 and upward. The three characters of paper cur- 


rency are to be similar in all respects, except that 
each will be distinguished for the character of cur­ 
rency that it is by the engraved words, Federal Re­ 
serve Currency, Federal Bank Currency, or National 
Bank Currency, and other necessary descriptive mat­ 
ter of similar character. 
The faces of the five-dollar notes, as designed, bear 
the portrait of President Abraham Lincoln in minia­ 
ture on the right-hand side of the note. The denomin­ 
ation is expressed in a large Arabic numeral, one at 
each of the four corners. There is a delicate and beau­ 
tiful border around the edge of the note, leaving a 
wide 
expanse of w'hite in the center. The back of 
this note bears designs illustrative of agriculture. At 
one end of the note is a scene depicting agricultural 
pursuits. At the opposite end is an allegorical group 
devoted to the same theme. There is again consider­ 
able expanse of white center 
"Cleveland is to be the portrait for the ten-dollar 
note. Manufacturing is the theme of the bac* of the 
note, with a scene of a busy factory, and allegorical 
figures, following tiie same treatment given the back 
of the five-dollar note. Commerce is to be the theme 
of the twenty-dollar note, and J efferson the portrait. 
Grant’s portrait is to adorn the fifty-dollar note, with 
arts and sciences as the engraver’s theme for the 
back. 
“ The backs of the five and ten-dollar 
noteB and 
the face of the five-dollar note have already been 
drawn, and the drawings submitted for approval. Bu­ 
reau draftsmen are now working on the designs for 
the other denominations.
